Sabotage Seen 
In Quebec Plant

OTTAWA, July 30.—(CP) 
-—The vast Arvida, Que., 
plant of the Aluminum Com- 
pany of Canada, Limited, is 

ack in operation today, but 
more than a fortnight will 
pass before full production is 
again attained after a shut- 
down described by Munitions 
Minister Howe as ‘“‘a suspect- 
ed case of enemy sabotage.” 


To a hurriedly-summoned con- 
ference with a dozen newspaper- 
men in his spacious office, Mr. 
Howe last night announced quiet- 


ly that 300 men suddenly seized 
control of the plant last Thursday, 
and held contro! until they volun- 

tarily left the property at 3 p.m. 

Sunday. 

The $150,000,000 plant—“‘the big- 
gest war industry we have in the 
country”—resumed operation yester- 
day afternoon. Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police are investigating 
for the Dominion and Col, A, Ther- 
riault, head of the Quebec arsenal, 
for the province, 


SURPRISE TO MOST 

“Arrests definitely will be made, 
if none; have been made already,” 
the minister announced. “Action 
will be taken against the men that 


stayed in the plant or such of them 
as the investigation shows to be 
responsible for the trouble.” 

Mr. Howe, sald he was advised 
most of the 5,000 workers at 
Arvida were taken as much by 
surprise as the company and 
seemed “dazed” by the sudden

Eden Hands Japan Stern 
Warning On Asia Policy 


LONDON, July 30.—(CP) 
—Foreign Secretary Eden to- 
day said only the future 
could tell if Japan will keep 
her promises to respect the 
soyereignty and integrity of 
French Indo-China, and 
sharply warned the Japanese 
“to reflect while there is still 
time whither their present 
policy is leading them.” 

In a statement to the House of 
Commons which traced the British 
effort to avert Japanese occupa- 


tion of air and naval bases in 
southern Indo-China, bases which 
he termed a threat to Great Brit- 
ain, Mr. Eden said it was a mat-

No Strikes In Wartime 


[‘ is a national scandal that 300 workmen should be per- 
mitted to embarrass and retard the Canadian war ef- 
fort by three weeks as has happened in the country's 
largest aluminum rsh at Arvida, Quebec. 


There is something shamefully lax in the arrange- 
mefts at Ottawa that prevented direct government action 
in this matter for almost a week and caused government 
officials to scurry around after an order-in-council that 
would enable them to take that direct action over the 
heads of provincial and municipal authorities. 


The economic merits or demerits of the dispute at 
Arvida are not in question. The issue is said to be a mat-' 
ter of wages. 


While thousands of our finest young men are risking 
their lives at $1.30 a day, these workmen, who are being 
paid.a great deal more than that sum, will have difficulty 
in persuading the Canadian people that their wage griev- 
ances were serious enough to justify this sudden strike 
without even notifying their employers or asking the 
‘Labor Department at Ottawa for conciliation. 


While middle-aged men and women are being con- 
scripted for war service in Britain, and while organized 
British industry is voluntarily accepting dilution with un- 
skilled and unorganized workers, the sorrows of labor 
agitators will not provoke much sympathy in this country. 


Wages are not a primary question in this or any other 
dispute. There is only one question in Canada, today, and 
‘that is victory or slavery under Hitler whose first act in 
power was to abolish all rights of Labor. 


Labor's right to strike has been voluntarily suspend- 
ed in Britain. It should be similarly suspended in Canada. 


There is no doubt that such things as the right to 
strike and the right to collective bargaining are precious 
possessions essential to the industrial well-being of the 
country. — 


But so also are civil liberties, the right of free speech 
and other public privileges that have been suspended dur- 
ing wartime, 


The people of Canada have temporarily surrendered 
their civil liberties in order to preserve them. 


Labor, too, must’be content, as it has been in England, 
to temporarily surrender many of its hard and well-won 
privileges if those privileges and rights are to be made per- 
manently secure.

There should be no right to strike in wartime, par- 
ticularly in such a vital industry as the fabrication of 


d aluminum. 


The problem of safeguarding Labor's rights without 
jeopardizing Canada's freedom is peculiarly an expert gov- 
ernment problem that will have to be solved. 


The apparent fact that it has not been solved is a re- 
proach to this country. 


It is one of those things that cause intense criticism 
of us in the United States where war problems are taken 
so seriously that they already have had conscription of 
man power and property in effect for a year although 
they are still technically at peace. 


These wartime strikes in Canada will not be tolerated 
by the Canadian people who demand something better 
from their Government than a ridiculous delay in dealing 
with a dangerous situation that could have been firmly 
cleared up overnight and without hampering the plant's 
operations. 


Ottawa's performance in this case was definitely not 
good enough.

2,014,000 Acres 
Off Wheat Land 


Reduction of 2,014,000 acres in the 
Alberta acreage sown to wheat this 
year as compared to 1940 has been 
established by figures now avail- 
able, according te the provincial 
agriculture department. This con- 
clusion was arrived at following es- 
timates made by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 

Total acreage sown to wheat this 
year is given at 6,653,000 acres com- 
pared to 8,667,000 acrés In 1940. 

There is an incréase in oats of 
6,067.000 acres, from '2,645,600 to 3, 
113,800. Barley acreage has in- 
creased from 1,115,000 acres last 
year to 1,491,500 acres this year. 

In ‘he Edmonton area, wheat 
acreage is reduced from 270,000 
acres to 189.200, while oats have in- 
creased from 298,200 to 30,600 acres. 
Barley has increased from 204,400 to 
255,800 acres.

MANY WERE HIDDEN 

Other B.E.F. men were lost in 
Athens, and could not find their 
outfits in time to pick up with any 
of the coastal evacuation parties.

Many were hidden in private 
houses. 

The Greek police, whose officers 
had been discharged by the Ger- 

mans for non-co-operation at the 
time the German battle flag was 
purloined from the Acropolis, gave 
the fugitive Britishers every help. 
In one instance, a Greek living on 
Lykabettos, the conelike hill in the 
centre of Athens, learned that a 
uniformed Englishman was hiding 
in the ravine behind his house. To 
be sure that his record was clear 
with both the Germans and the 
police, he sent a small boy to guide 
the police to the hideaway. A 

patréIman went to the spot, dis- 
missed® the boy with thanks, 
changed clothes with the English- 
man, gave him money, and sent 
him away. 

While Britons whe have been 
able to pass the closely guarded 
roads and get up into the moun- 
tains are secure once they get in 
the hands of the shepherds, those 
who have been taken into family 
homes and apartments in Athens 
suffer not only from confinement 
but the fear that they are expos- 
ing thelr hosts to risk. 

In such homes arguments, mostly 
in sign language, occur almost 
daily, the Briton maintaining that 
he must give himself up, the Greek 
family that he“must remain where 
he is. In some cases, where there 
are children in the family who 
would be confused by knowledge 
of a stranger speaking an alien 
tongue, and might make an acci- 
dental betrayal, the fugitive is 
lodged in an adjacent vacant build- 
ing. 

GO OUT REGULARLY 

Incredibly. enough, there are a 
number of Britons who go out reg- 
ularly at.night, attend cinemas and 
mingle with crowds. Cockneys of 
short stature with dark hair are 
able to be particularly free in their 
movements about town. A_ con- 
siderable number have dyed their 
hair, but efforts by the Germans 
to trace them through this circum- 
stance have been unavailing. 

This freedom sometimes leads to 
excessive confidence and-so to mis- 
hap. In a resort’ place near Athens 
a tavern keeper hid in an outbuild- 
ing of his place seven Australians, 
Taking compassion on their con- 
finement, he kept them constantly 
primed with generous quantities of 
retsina, the strong Greek wine. 

One evening he joined in the 
conviviality, and becoming some- 
what awash hmself, suggested’ a 
procession with himself as leader. 
A victory march through the vil- 
lage to the tune of “Tipperary” 
ensued. The celebration. ended 
when the parade marched straight 
through an astonished German 
motorcycle column, which was 
almost too dumbfounded to do its 
duty, but not quite.

U.S. Senator 
Is Renudiated 


WASHINGTON, July 30—(AP) 
President Roosevelt and the state 
department hastened Tuesday to 
repudiate a suggestion by Sena- 
ter Worth Clark (Dem. Idaho) 
that the United States “take over 
control” of Canada and Latin 
America perhaps by setting up 
puppet governments, 

The president, at his press con- 
ference, expressed hops that none 
of the United States’ good friends 
in Latin America would take 
Clark seriously. 

VIEW NOT SHARED 

Sumner Welles, acting secretary 
of state, strongly defended the 
“good neightbor policy,” which 
Clark had described as a “failure,” 
and said that Clark's suggestion for 
taking over the countries was “un- 
believable”. He added that the 

senator's view was “not shared by 
any responsible authority in the 
government” and “utterly at vari- 
ance” with administration policy. 

Clark had suggested the United 
States should set up puppet gov- 
ernments “which we could trust to 
put American interests ahead of 
those of Germany or any other na- 
tion in the world.” 


Nazi Officials 
Won't Talk Of 


War In Russia 


By FREDERICK OECHSNER 
BERLIN, July 30. — (BUP) — 

German authorities don't want to 
talk about the war in Russia and 
early today newsmen found that. 
it was next to impossible to ob- 
tain a German version of the 
situation on the eastern front, 

All German reports are vague 
and indefinite as Nazi officials try 
to swing attention away from the 
Russo-German war. German mili- 
tary commentators are stressing 
once again that Russian roads and 
terrain are making things extremely 
difficult for the Nazi forces. 

The savageness of the Russian 
counter attacks is admitted in a 
German dispatch from the front. It 
tells of fierce fighting .in the Roga- 
chev sector—180 miles north of Kiev 
on the Dnieper river. 

The Nazi dispatch says the Rus- 
sians are hurling as many as 12 
waves of men at the German lines 
and driving wedges into Nazi posi- 
tions. A series of fierce hand-to- 
hand encounters have been fought 
in this area. 

German reports grudgingly 
praise the efficiency of the Russian 
artillery, saying that even single 
German soldiers going to the rear 
are forced to crawl along the 
ground to escape a barrage. 

Meantime, a Finnish commun- 
ique claims that Finnish forces 
now hold the east shore of Lake 

Ladoga on the northern front 

protecting Leningrad. 

A German communique—issued 
by Hitler headquarters—says that 
further attempts by the Russians to 
relieve trapped forces near Smol- 
ensk have been repulsed. 

The communique adds that oper- 
ations are continuing according to 
plan.

London Press 
Lauds Speech 
Of Churchill 


LONDON, July 30 — (CP) — 
Commenting on Prime Minister 
Churchill's defence of the govern- 
ment's supply organization, the 
Daily Telegraph declared today 
that while the “present system is 
by no means perfect... it has 
produced a prodigious output and 
affords the most effective means 
of setting right the things which 
still go wrong.” 

The Times said “the prime min- 
ister will not weaken the country 
nor the government by accepting 
under criticism reinforcement of the 
war effort which is its motive and 
purpose.” 

The Manchester Guardian de- 
scribed the prime minister's review 
in the House of Commons yesterday 
as “heartening and stimulating,” but 
asserted “the charge Mr. Churchill 
did not meet is that there are big 
gaps and uneveness in our genera! 
economic plan.” 

The News Chronicle commented 
that “nothing Mr. Churchill said 
will alter the fact that there is a 
conviction among large numbers of 
industrialists and working people, 
politicians, adminstrators and econ- 
omsts, that we are not doing all we 
can,” 

The Daily Herald said the 
speech “very clearly shows that 
the particular problems of output 
as well as those of strategy, general 
direction of the war and individual 
leadership are at present to a great 
extent in Mr. Churchill's charge 
And it is a large part of our case 
that so much should be placed 
upon the sowleers of one man."

Statements at London, Washington, 
Wellington, Melbourne, Batavia and 
Ottawa show there is no intention to 
enforce the freezing orders in provoca- 
tive or punitive ways. Japanese ships 
are not to be detained in United States 
or Canadian harbors, whether they 
entered the harbors before or after the 
orders were issued. Japan may still get 
some oil from the United States and 
the Netherlands East Indies. And may 
still be allowed to sell some silk or 
other desired commodities in the 
“frozen” markets. 

All trade between the anti-Axis 
countries and Japan has been put under 
license, a special license being required 
for each individual transaction. The 
effect is to put Japan on probation. If 
it does not use its newly acquired bases 
in Indo-China for hostile purposes, it 
may be allowed to obtain regulated 
amounts of various materials needed 
by its civilian industries. But the Gov- 
ernments concerned hold power to shut 
off supplies absolutely and close their 
markets completely by simply refusing 
to issue import or export licenses 
should Indo-China be made a spring- 
board for attacks upon the Burma road 
or other territory or interests of these 
countries. 

It is thus left to Tokyo to decide 
whether the sanctions against it will be 
employed with moderation or enforced 
to the limit. 


The Basic Fact 


Reports do not indicate that the de- 
sire to conserve gasoline has resulted 
in any large proportion of pleasure 
cars being locked up in the garages 
across Canada. But there is wide 
agreement that cars are being used 
less freely, that shorter trips are taken 
and fewer of them, and that more cars 
are being driven at economic speeds of 
40 miles per hour or less. 

No information may be available 
for a month as to how much liquid fuel 
is thus being spared to lessen the dan- 
ger of a positive famine. That this 
danger is real is emphasized by the 
controller.

The Worst May Be Over 


There is reason to think Hon. C. D. 
Howe is right in the view that “the 
worst of the battle of the Atlantic is 
over.” This does not mean that the 
battle is ended, nor that a good many 
ships are not now being sunk. The 
“worst”’ was bad enough that a heavily 
diminished rate of sinkings could still 
cause extremely serious losses of ships 
and tonnage, at a time when these are 
too scarce to keep up a full movement 
of supplies to Britain. 

Hints dropped in other informed 
quarters warrant a hope that July 
figures will fall below those for June, 
which were the third lowest for any 
month since the war began. How this 
welcome change has been brought 
about has naturally not been suggested 
officially. Whatever the method, it 
must be supposed the patrol duty un- 
dertaken by United States warships 
and planes has played an effective part, 
either through the more complete 
guarding of convoys or the sinking of 
enemy submarines. 

While, according to these indicat- 
ors, sinkings have been growing fewer, 
the huge building programs in Britain, 
in the United States and in Canada 
have got under way, and before many 
months have passed new carriers will 
begin to take the places of those lost. 
By next July the aggregate of ton- 
nage available for use on the Atlantic 
may be moving upward, as hitherto it 
has been moving downward. When that 
corner has been turned the shipping 
battle will have been won, though as 
long a8 enemy submarines are afloat 
sinkings will have to be expected.

Hitler Can’t

Natural Laws

Tyrants and dictators always come to 
a messy end. 

Sooner or later they try to oppose their 
wills to some natural force that refuses to 
obey them and then they are hurled from 
power, It seems to be the peculiar obses- 
sion of tyrants and absolute rulers that 
the forces of nature should bend to their 

: wills just as they make 
human beings bend to 
their wills. Nine-tenths 
of them, therefore, meet 
defeat once they are 
overtaken by this pecu- 
liar delusion of omnipo- 
tence. 

There was the classic 
instance of England's 
own Canute who sat on 
his throne on the sea- 
Shore and ordered the 
mounting tide to retreat. 
Harold L. Weir His failure, of course, 
was so noteworthy that an account of it 
has gone into the school books, as an object 
lesson ever since. 

We must say this much for Canute, 
however, that he had a pretty good idea 
that the stunt wouldn't work. He only 
tried it to satisfy some of the court syco- 
phants who had been laying the flattery 
on pretty thick. 

In his case, it was only a tongue-in- 
the-cheek experiment in the higher poli- 
tics. 

Adolf Hitler, apparently, has never 
heard of King Canute. Possibly it was 
because Hitler never went to school — 
which is something for the teachers’ asso- 
ciations to talk about. 


The Time Element 


It is becoming clear that Hitler has 
blundered badly in Russia, and the source 
of his blunder is obviously his grandiose 
superiority complex.

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Plan South America Attack 


Nazis Intend to Strike Violent *

and America in the South Atlantic and in 
South America. The Vichy government is 
to prepare and provide the African base 
of operations, General Franco is to carry 
the propaganda war into Spanish-speak- 
ing America. Conspiracies, already organ- 
ized in South America, are to prepare 
pro-Nazi and anti-American revolutions. 

At the proper moment, which would 
be when Germany is able to disengage 
forces from the Russian campaign, the 
battle of the South Atlantic would be 
precipitated as suddenly as Hitler's attack 
on Russia. The Nazis would appear at 
Dakar, their submarines and raiders and 
aircraft would range the South Atlantic, 
and rebellions would break out in the key 
places of South America. If the campaign 
was successful, the position of Britain and 
the United States would be so com- 
promised that a dictated peace, disguised 
perhaps as a negotiated peace, would per- 
haps have become a practical possibility. 

Prepared Campaign 

There is really no doubt whatever 
that this South American campaign is 
being prepared. The government, as the 
President and General Marshall and 
Secretary Welles have indicated, has in- 
formation which, for good reasons no 
doubt, it is not yet prepared to disclose 
in detail, But the sudden and exceptional 
violence of the Nazi propaganda immedi- 


ately following the Bolivian affair is probe 
ably no mere coincidence. For there is 


| obviously more to the Bolivian affair than 


has yet been disclosed, much more than 
Reus wished to have disclosed at this 
me. 

This whole business is one enterprise, 
extending from Berlin through Vichy, 
Madrid and Lisbon to West Africa and 
then to every capital in Latin America. 
i is not fully organized 
either in West Africa or in South America, 
and the time to set it in motion is not quite 
now while Russian resistance is causing 
such a lot of trouble. North Africa is not 
altogether under control, and the installa- 
tions there, though they are being made, 
are not completed, Obviously, the Bolivian 
affair went off too soon, and the explosion 
has probably uncovered much that at this 
moment was to have remained hidden, 
Hence the ferocity of the Nazi reaction 
about Bolivia at a moment when, one 
would otherwise suppose, they had plenty 
of other things to excite them. It is 
extraordinary, for example, that they are 
more exercised about the uncovering of a 
conspiracy in the Andes Mountains than 
about the bombing of German cities. 


Attack on F.D.R. 

The character of the Nazi attack on the 
President is in itself strong evidence that 
there is being prepared an attack via 
France-Spain-Portugal-West Africa on 
South America. The Nazi propaganda is 
making tremendous play of the well 
known and unconcealed fact that Mr, 
Roosevelt, like so many other American 
Presidents, is a Mason. To those who know 
something of the politics of Latin coune 
tries, the Nazi use of this particular 
device of propaganda will be a certain 
sign that they are organizing a new front 
from France and Spain to South America 
against the United States, Their propa- 
Banda is obviously designed to introduce 
a religious issue in South America which 
will disrupt that continent and get the 
United States embroiled in dangerous 
factional issues, 

All these things lie on the surface, 
They are impressively confirmed by every 
piece of information which comes from 
informed observers in South America and 
in France, Spain, Portugal and Africa. 
After the President’s remarks in his recent 
message, and after the public testimony of 
General Marshall and the statement of 
Under Secretary Welles, there can be no 
eon that the information in ion 
0 e government would confirm what 
ean reddily be deduced in enera] terms 
from what is already publicly known.

At 398,092 In

Street railway traffic dur- 
ing exhibition week this year 
showed an increase of 19,714 
passengers compared with the 
same week last year, a report 
released Wednesday by Supt.

During the 1941 fair 398,002 
passengers were carried by 
the street railway, against 
378,378 last year. Highest day's 
traffic in 1941 was on the Sat- 
urday when 67,929 passengers 
were carried compared with 
64,063 last year. 

On only two days during the 
1941 exhibition week were 
passenger totals below the 1940 
figure. This was on the Thurs- 
day when 61,315 passengers 
were carried compared with 
61,837 last year, and on Friday 
when 54,932 patronised the 
street railway compared with 
00,244 last year.

Harvest Help 
Shortage Seen 
For Province 


Scarcity of experienced farm 
help is being felt throughout this 
province at the present time and 
may develop into an acute short- 
age by the time harvest gets under 
way, according to officials of the 
Alberta Employment Service. 

“It is too early to predict what 
will be the situation when harvest- 
ing begins, as there are matiy fac- 

tors which enter into the case,” said 


one official. “But, the fact of the 
matter is, there is a shortage of 
experienced farm hands right 
now.” 


ACUTE SITUATION 


He pointed out that experienced 
men are not required in all phases 
of harvesting, but the condition 
prevailing with the anticipated 
heavy requirements if the crop is at 
all large, will cause an acute situa- 
tion, 


It was pointed out that the in- 
creased use of Alberta lumber in 
the war effort had taken many 
men, Many had enlisted; many 
others were employed by the 
railroads and others had found 
different types of work. 


If organizations employing skill- 
ed farm hands would releate them 
for harvest work, the situation 
would be eased. 

But, it was pointed out that, so 
far as the army is concerned, only 
the experienced farm hands will 
be released from military duty and 
it was recalled that a similar ex- 
perience in the last war proved 
that only those men actually going 
to their, homes seemed anxious to 
be relieved of their military duties 
for harvest work.

All Alone On 
Desert Island 


SYDNEY, Australia, July 30~ 
(CP)—Unti! three-year-old Joanne 
Manning left home with her parents 
for a holiday in Sydney she had 
never met another child because all 
but the. first few months of her life 
had been spent on Christmas Island, 
one of those tiny specks on the map 
of the Pacific ocean near the equat- 
or, and there were no other child- 
ren there. 

There were some on the ship but 
Joanng stuck to the adults, She 
knew where she was with them. 
Even when she got to Sydney she 
was not allowed to play wilh other 
children. The doctors seid she 
should keep away from them until 
she acquired the immunity to germs 
which normally reared children 
have. 

Her English father, T. H. Manning, 
is the administrator of the island 
which is the largest atoll in the 
world and has the biggest lagoon in 
the Pacific. With his Suva-born 
wife and ‘Baby Joanne he went 


| there for a year and stayed three. 


“We took some garden soil. [t 
grew tomatoes and beeis for 12 
months and then it would gtow 
nothing,” said Mrs. Manning. 

“In the last three months we 
were very short of food because 
ships never cal! there. Once a 
millionaire’s yacht called and my 
husband was able to talk through 
its wireless telephone to hig parents 
in England. We lived on canned 
foots mainly and towards the last 
my husband and I existed on beef 
and rice. Everything else we save 
We were at the 
end of our supplies when we were 
taken off. 

“I was never lonely,” said Mrs 
Manning. “We used to fish every 
morning and when we hooked une 
we had to fight the birds for it. The 
island teemed with them and they 
would swoop and grab the fish as 
we were pulling it in, 

“On the equator it was so hot 
that we simply had to swim a lot. 
Every afternoon the three of us 
would go in, my husband on one 
side and Joanne and I on the 
other, splashing to keep off the 
sharks. They were there in hune 
dreds and we got so used to them 
that we took them as a matter of 
course 

“I have heard it said that sharks 
have no backbone, but these had, 
One of our hobbies wes to make 
them into walking sticks.” 

During their last year on the ise 
land the only other humans there 
were two native policemen from 
the Gilbert Islands.

Many of our familiar, unconscious 
ects have far-reaching conse- 
quences, especially as they influence 
the attitudes which we are develop: 
ing in our children. 


Stet the matter of home tasks 
Can be handled in a way to give 
children a knowledge of enduring 
values or mishandled so as to 
Give them faulty ideas of duty 
and privilege and money. 

Mrs.-M, L, D. says she found a 
previous article in this department 
of real help in working with her 
family. “I have four little girls,” 

she writes, “the oldest 11, the 
youngest 5. 

“I -realized after reading your 
article that I was demanding more 
help from the oldest but not giving 
het any compensating extra’ privi- 
leges. Both older girls (11 and 9) 
are sulky when starting to work 
and need lots of nagging, but once 
they start they do their work 
nicely. : 

“Do you think a list of daily tasks 
Pinned to the kitchen wall would 
convince them that they~ weren't 
working ‘all day long’? 

“Is it better to give a weekly al- 
lowance, limited though it may be, 
than to pay, for individual tasks? I 
want them interested in our home 
and to do dishes not for the money 
but because dirty dishes ate an un- 
tidy nuisance.” 

You have put your finger on the 
very reason it is unwise to pay for 
home tasks. They have no actual 
value (since a child's hours have no 
money value) so you are arbitrarily 
assigning a money value to some- 
thing which has none. 

That is the beginning of dissatis- 
faction. Also it puts the tasks on a 
false basis. They are part of the 
child's duties as a membe; of the 
family. She wants her home to be 
orderly and livable and attractive, 
and she does her share to keep it 
that, way. 

Money is’ a symbol of many 
things, and as children in a family 
which -xchanges money for goods, 
for -outside work, for sustenance and 
whatnot, they have to learn to use 
money. As money is a-part of the 
possessions of the family, just as is 
furniture. the children have this

Dried lima beans are important 
nutritionally. Combined with an 
egg—also important in the diet—and 
made savory with other ingredients, 
a loaf of dried beans becomes not 
Only an inexpensive source of first- 
rate food, but also something dif- 
ferent for hot weather. 

LIMA BEAN LOAF 
(Serves 4 to 6) 

Two cups cooked dried lima 
beans, 1 egg, well-beaten, 1 onion, 
chopped fine, 2 tablespoons tomato 
catsup, 1 cup fine breadcrumbs, 1 


tablespoon Worcestershire sauce, 
salt and pepper to taste. 
Mash the cooked lima beans. 


Add well-beaten egg. Then the 
chopped onion and tomato catsup. 
Mix well, add all the other ingred- 
ients. Pack into greased Joaf pan. 
Bake in moderate oven (350 deg. F.) 
for about 30 minutes. Serve with 
crisp bacon on top. 

Use either “enriched” white bread 
Or genuine whole-wheat. Remove 
crusts and cut bread lengthwise in 
Y%e-inch slices. Cover table with 
damp towel, piace sliced bread on 
towel and then spread liberally 
with soft, well-flavored processed 
cheese. Spread a thin layer of light 
mustard on top of cheese if you like 
extra flavor. Then roll the slices up 
tightly from end to end. Cut the 
Tolls in two. Roll each piece in a 
thin slice of bacon. Fasten bacon 
with toothpick. Place rolls on 
broiler pan and place under flame, 
turning regularly until the bacon 
is crisp. Serve very hot. These rolls, 
with a salad of mixed greens and 
tomato salad, a glass of milk and 
@ piece of fresh fruit, make a per- 
fectly balanced hot weather meal. 


CORN OYSTERS 
(Serves 4 to 6) 


Two cups fresh corn pulp, 2 eggs, 
4 tablespoons “enriched” flour, 2 
tablespoons butter, salt and pepper, 
onion juice. Grate corn from cob 
If canned corn is used, select a 
creamy type. Beat egg yolks sep- 
afately, add the other ingredients, 
and mix well with the corn. Beat 
egg white stiff, then fold into mix- 
ture, Have hot greased frying pan 
ready. Drop batter onto pan by 
spoonfuls. Fry until light brown on 
one side, turn, and fry until] light 
brown on other side. Serve with 
maple or other syrup. .

The airships are coming back into 
their own and the base at Lakehurst is another U.S. defence post feeling growing pun 
Officers and crews are being trained for the new blimps ordered by the navy. ough 
relatively much slower than a plane, the blimps have several advantages for specific 
tasks. They furnish a steadier platform for observation. Mines and submarines can be 
spotted easier from a hovering blimp than from a speeding plane. And they can hover 
for hours over a suspect vessel where a heavier - than - air craft would soon have to be 
speeding back to its base for more fuel. They are already doing yeoman duty in the 
American patrol of the Atlantic. 
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The matron of the hospital where he has been confined by illness hurried to congratulate 
Lieutenant P. S. Bhagat, of the 21st Bombay Sappers, first Indian to be awarded the 
Victoria Cross in the present war. She shakes his hand warmly as admiring fellow 
officers of the Imperial Army look on. Previously mentioned in dispatches for his gal- 
lantry, the 24-year-old officer received the Victoria Cross for his gallant work during the 
advance from Gallabut to Wani in Africa. He went ahead of the troops to clear mine- 
fields and was blown up twice in four days. Miraculously, he escaped major injuries, re- 
ceiving only minor wounds. Lt. Bhagat has two brothers serving as officers, one in 
Egypt and one in Singapore.

Hits were 
also scored upon the Nazi vessel's sistership, Scharnhorst, 
which had been moved to another French port, La Pallace, 
240 miles southward, when daily R.A.F. raids over Brest 
repeatedly undid attempts to repair earlier bomb damage. 
In the above, the top photo shows two of the ship’s crew, 
probably pilot and navigator, going over a map with a 
ground officer. The middle photo shows the crew enter- 
ing the plane and the bottom picture shows the take-off. 
The Flying Fortresses easily operate at heights of 35,000 
feet and upwards. These pictures were radioed from 
London to New York. 
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Marie Kiley, selected as the “V” girl at the Buckingham 

hotel, in New York, is shown sitting on a huge “V” flag, 

said to be the first of thousands scon to be seen all over 

the United Siates. The flag bears Britain's victory 

symbols—the letter ‘‘V’ and the Morse code equivalent, 
dot dot dot dash.
